THE STRAIN 1$ NOW RELIEVED 


Feeling of Relief in Pittsburg Over the Steel 


Strike—General Strike Order Will Not 


be Issued for Some Days* 


Pittsburg. Pa., Aug. 4.—Now that j 


the suspense induced by the uncer- 
tainty of the outcome in the strike 
negotiations is over there is less ex- 
citement here than there was last 
week and the people are looking mat- 
ters squarely in the face. 


Everybody is watching President 


Shaffer, as it is recognized that from 
him will emanate the next move in 
this great struggle* 


Speculation is now rife when 


he will issue the order for a general 
strike of ail the Amalgamated men 
employed in the mills of the United 
States Steel corporation's plants. 


WILL ISSUE A CIJtOTLAR. 


Although President Shaffer did not 


sny so today, he explained not long 
ago that before an order for a strike 
was issued a circular letter would he 
sent out from the general offices to 
all lodges of the organization ex- 
plaining the situation, giving a com- 
plete report of all that had occurred 
between the members of the execu- 
tive board and the officials of the 
trust; of the earnest attempts made 
by the association to bring about an 
honorable settlement 
and their 


failure. 


This circular will be read in lodge 


meetings in order that the men in 
the mills can have a clear and com- 
prehensive insight of the entire mat- 
ter and act intelligently. 
With this 


information in their hands, the men 
will 0>e able to see that the officers 
have acted carefully arid with an 
earnest desire to avoid an open rup- 
ture. The strike order will then fol- 
low and will be taken up without the 
least misunderstanding on the part 
of the members. 


STRIKE WILL NOT SPREAD. 
Doubt is expressed in some quar- 


ters that the 
strike will spread 


further. 
It is suggested that the 


employes of the Federal Steel com- 
pany, National Steel company and 
National Tube company are at the 
present time the strikers' main source 
of revenue, and to call them out 
would weaken the association in its 
fight by depriving it of the funds 
necessary to carry on the struggle. 


Another reason given was that the 


Amalgamated association, 
having 


signed contracts -with all these com- 
panies for one year, beginning with 
July 1, 1901, would, toy violating 
these contracts, give Mr. Morgan and 
his associates trump cards they would 
not hesitate to use to the best effects. 


ONE CH1ANCE TO END STRIKE. 
ATI intimation has been made that 


there is still one hope of ending the 
strike soon, and that is by the return 
to work of the men at the Painter, 
Lindsay & McCutcheon and Clark 
mills. 
These mills were non-union 


last year. 
The men went out when 


the strike was ordered and they are 


now members of the Amalgamated 
association. 
In the efforts to secure 


an adjustment of the strike, however, 
their status has been an embarrass- 
ing factor. 
It is said that if the 


men in -these mills desire to go to 
work there will be no objection by 
the association. 
The immediate ef- 


fect will be to eliminate them from 
consideration of any 'basis of settle- 
ment. 


Such a course would leave the 


Amalgamated officials in a position 
to accept Mr. Morgan's terms with 
honor. 


EFFECT IS FELT. 


The steel strike, though but begun, 


is already being felt in (Pittsburg. 
Many leading business houses have 
found business dropping off so as to 
make the removal of clerks impera- 
tive. 
One department store last Sat- 


urday laid off twenty-five girls and 
at the same time gave notice that if 
the strike was not settled by next 
Saturday it -would likely be neces- 
sary to lay off more. 


Finances also suffered. 
On two 


days last week the clearing house re- 
ports showed a decrease compared 
with last year. These were the only 
two days of the year whose clearings 
did not exceed the figures of the cor- 
responding days last year. 


SOME SECRECY OBSERVED. 


At the genereal headquarters of the 


Amalgamated association in this city 
the same precautions to prevent the 
public from obtaining Information 
were taken today as was in force 
during the conference last week. 


A guard was stationed at the door 


and no one not connected wich the 
organization was permitted in the 
building. 
Secretaries Williams and 


Tighe and a number of vice presi- 
dents were present, but nothing 
could be learned. 
It -was stated 


that President Shaffer would give out 
everything intended for publication 
and he could not be seen. 


When Secretary John Williams 


was asked why the secrecy that sur- 
rounded the movements of the mem* 
bers of the general executive board 
last week was to be continued, he ex- 
plained that the officers were all be- 
hind in their work and did not care 
to be interrupted. 


Mr. Williams would not say when 


the general strike order would be is- 
sued, saying that the matter was in 
the hands of President Shaffer. 


He also declined to say where he 


and Shaffer had been since they left 
New York. 
He did not deny that 


they were in Washington in consul- 
tation with officers of the American 
Federation of Labor.

ANDREWS BANKER IS IN TROUBLE 
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James M. Key Arrested for Alleged Forgery and 


Bank is in Receiver's Hands—Avilla 


Man's Creditors After Him. 


(.Snoclal to The Sentinel.] 


Huntington, Ind., Aug. 5.—The 


Commercial bank of Andrews, this 
county, is closed. 
The proprietor, 


James M. Key, is locked up in the 
Huntington jail, with a charge of 
forgery 5n 
two 
counts standing 


against him, and upon the applica- 
tion of creditors, who allege fraud, 
Judge Branyan this morning ap- 
pointed A. C. Wilkerson, of this city, 
as receiver for the Andrews bank. 


This was the series of startling 


Incidents that has shaken the little 
town of Andrews from center to cir- 
cumference this morning, and the 
wildest excitement prevails there. 
Key was a -partner in business with 
H. W. Leach, whose bank at Avilla 
went to the wall a few days ago* To- 
gether 
they owned the bank at 


Crcttiwell. Noble county,- which sus- 
pended close upon the crash of the 
Avilla concern, and altogether there 
seems to be a very complicated lot of 
trouble brewing. 


CAME FROM ST. IiOUJDS. 


Key came from St. Louis about two 


years ago and has done an extensive 
business at Andrews, in connection 
Trith grain buying and manufactur 
ing enterprises in the town. He and 
Leach, the Avilla man, were close 
friends and 
frequently exchanged 


visits. Little more than a year ago 
they formed a partnership, establish 
ing the state bank at Cromwell. 


The trouble started for Mr. Key 


when the latter institution closed last 
week, for the Indianapolis banking 
firms with which he banks fiad trans- 
acted business promptly 
made de 


in which Key's bank was located. 
The prisoner was taken to Hunting- 
ton and arraigned 
before Mayor 


Dungan, and when the 
original 


charge upon which the arrest was 
made was presented, another turned 
up beside it. This was to the effect 
that Key had also forged the name 
of Noah Fsher, of Andrews, to an- 
other note for $1,550. 
Fifteen or 


twenty citizens of Andrews were in 
the court room at the time and the 
Interest was at a very high tension. 


.WAIVED EXAMINATION. 


Key had secured attorneys, but he 


waived 
preliminary 
examination 


and Mayor Dungan held him to ex- 
amination by the grand jury, fixing 
his bond at $3,000 in each case, or a 
total of $6,000. The banker could 
not furnish the bond and was re- 
manded to jail. 


Immediately after Mayor DuncaVs 


decision E. B. Cubberley, of Andrews, 
went before Judge Branyan, in the 
circuit court, and petitioned for a re- 
ceiver for Key's bank at Andrews, 
alleging fraud. 
Judge Branyan at 


once appointed A. C. Wilkerson, of 
Huntington, as receiver for the insti- 
tution. 
Key is not -inclined -to be 


communicative and will give no es- 
timate of the assets or liabilities of 
the bank.

Mr. Key sat complacently behind the 
counters until noon, however, and 
paid all claims which -were present- 
ed. Then he locked up the bank 
with the announcement that the in- 
stitution was perfectly safe and that 
by this morning he would have $10,- 
000 in the vaults with which to meet 
tho demands of all depositors. 
His 


assurance failed to assure, however, 
and the town was in a tremble over 
Sunday. 


ARRESTED TOR FORGERY. 


Despite the rumors, however, the 


people were not prepared for the an- 
nouncement today that Keys had 
been amated for forgery. 
The ar- 


rest was made by Sheriff Crandall 
and his deputy, who went to Key's 
home before 'breakfast this morning 
and ook him into custody. 


The complaint upon which he was 


arrested was filed by 0. M. Packard, 
of Indianapolis, 
who charges Key 


with forging the name of John Leedy, 
of Andrews, to a note for $1,100, 
Leedy is the owner of the building 


SAY LEACH HAS PLED. 


In the federal court in Port Wayne 


this morning three of the creditors 
of the defunct bank at Avilla insti- 
tuted proceedings in involuntary 
bankruptcy against Henry W. Leach, 
proprietor of the bank, in which they 
allege that he had fled to parts un- 
known. 


The petitioners are William H. 


Meyer, John L. Henry and Sumner 
K. Randall, The petition recites that 
Henry W. Leach has resided in and 
carried on business as a private 
banker at Avilla, and that he owes 
debts in excess of $1,000. The claim 
of Hr. Meyer is placed at $1,000; 
that of John L. Henry at $500, in ad- 
dition to $1,250 paid as surety for 
Leach, and that of Mr. Randall a like 
sum. 


The petitioners further represent 


that "the said Leach is insolvent and 
that within four months preceding 
the date of the petition the said 
Leach committed an act of bank- 
ruptcy in that he did transfer while 
insolvent to Robert B. Clear, one of 
his creditors, the sum of $130, with 
intent to prefer said Clear over his 
other creditors; and heretofore, to- 
wit? on the 2d day of August, 1901, 
the said Leach left the vicinity of his 
former residence and fled to parts un- 
known to the petitioners, removing a 
considerable portion of his personal 
property, the exact amount of which 
is unknown to your petitioners, with 
intent to hinder, delay and defraud 
his creditors."

Mr. Hersh 
also stated that a large number of 
the bank's creditors held a meeting 
at Avilla a day or two ago and placed 
their cases in the hands of Hon. T. 
R. Marshall, of Columbia City.

Logansport, Ind,, Aug. 5.—James 


Cannon, a patient of the Northern 
Indiana Hospital for the Insane, was 
yesterday morning run over and 
killed by a freight train on the Van- 
dalia railway near Routh's packing 
house, about a quarter of a mile 
from the hospital grounds. 


Mr. Cannon had for some time 


beeen detailed outside to assist the 
institution poultryman, and in the 
.nterest of this work he was given 
considerable liberty. At the time of 
his death he was with another pa- 
tient looking after .turkeys belonging 
to the hospital, which at this time of 
year are inclined to wander away 
from home. During the entire time 
Mr. Cannon has been under treatment 
at the hospital he has evinced no, 
special manifestations of suicidal 
;endencies, and, in fact, a short time 
previous to his death he was con- 
versing with the young man accom- 
panying him in a casual way, indi- 
cating no special inclination toward 
despondency, 


A half hour previous to the arrival 


of the train by which he met his 
death ho was near the Vandalia track 
and expressed himself to his compan- 
ion that it would soon be time for 
the morning train, and that he knew 
the engineer. 
As the train ap- 


proached and the young man accom- 
panying Mr. Cannon stepped from 
the track and warned him to also get 
out of danager, it was noticed that 
the latter faced the train and walked 
toward it, saying he would get off 
the track in time. When the engine 
was within a short distance of him 
he threw himself across the track. 
His companion at once understood, 
that he meant self-destruction, and 
made vigorous efforts to pull him 
from the track, at the same time sig- 
naling to the train to stop* In both 
efforts, however, he was unsuccess- 
ful, the train being so near that it 
could not be stopped in time to pre- 
vent the casualty. 


The (train struck him in the mid 


die of the body, in the region of the 
chest, and death was instantaneous. 
Mr. Cannon was admitted from Noble 
county, March 20, 1901, and was 47 
years of age. He lived in Kendall- 
ville, Ind., where his wife now re- 
sides.

Thence accompa- 
nied by the empress and Crown 
Prince -Frederick William, he pro- 
eeded to Freidrichshoff, which he 
cached at 5:20 o'clock. The bulletin 
onceming the condition of the dow-

al. Kev. J. A. P. McGaw, pastor 


of the Third 
Presbyterian church, 


was the speaker of the evening, and 
his text was, "Why Do We Sit Still?" 
Dr. McGaw said in part: 


**It has been proven over and over 


again that intemperance is an evil, 
the greatest evil of all, one that ef- 
fects the rich and poor alike and 
eventually drags them down to the 
lowest moral level. We have but to 
glance at statistics to realize tlio 
conditions that exist in our country 
today; $900,000,000 spent annually 
for liquor, $85,000,000 to educate 
our children; $900,000,000 for liquor 
$808,000,000 for meat and bread. 
But the result would not be as dis- 
astrous if we stopped at the mere ox - 
penditure of such a sum. The vast 
amount of liquor consumed in a year 
result in other evils so great that 
the mind is staggered when they are 
fully realized. 
Cholera, pests and 


scourges of every description have 
visited mankind, but they have been j 
transitory. The intemperance scourge 
is with us always, and has been for 
ages. It is responsible for crime of 
every kind. 
It has 
ruined 
the 


brightest minds, and wrecked more 
Hves than any pest or scourge of 
which we have a record. 


"With these facts before us, I ask,) 


Why to we sit still? 
Many of you 


hax*r fought for your country to pre- 
seive its integrity, yet right here 
among us is an enemy more to l>o 
dreaded than any that could be met 
on the field of battle. What are the 
remedies? 
They ore partly moral, 


partly legal. 
The church must at- \ 


tend to the moral part, and tho low 
will take care of the legal side. It is 
only when tho law will step in and 
say to the rumseller, Thou Shalt Not, 
that the world will be freed from t^o 
evil."

Feeling of Relief in Pittsburg Over the Steel 


Strike—General Strike Order Will Not 


be Issued for Some Days. 


PUtsburg, Pa., Aug. 4.—Now that | now members of the Amalgamated 


the suspense induced by the uncer- 
tainty of the outcome in the strike 
negotiations is over there is less ex- 
citement here than there was last 
week and the people are looking mat- 
ters squarely in the face. 


Everybody is watching President 


Shaffer, as it is recognized that from 
him. will emanate the next move in 
this great struggle. 


Speculation is 
now rife 
-when 


he -will issue the order for a general 
strike of all tie Amalgamated men 
employed in the mills of the United 
States Steel corporation's plants. 


WILL ISSUE A CIRCULAR. 


Although President Shaffer did not 


say so today, he explained iioc long 
ago that before an order for a strike 
was issued a circular letter would be 
sent out from the general offices to 
all lodges of the organization ex- 
plaining the situation, giving a com- 
plete report of all that had occurred 
between the members of the execu- 
tive board and the officials of the 
trust; of the earnest attempts made 
by the association, to bring about an 
honorable settlement 
and their 


failure. 


This circular will be rend in lodge 


meetings in order that the men. in 
the mills can have a clear and com- 
prehensive insight of the entire mat- 
ter and act intelligently. 
"With this 


information in their Lands, the men 
will 'be aWe to see that the officers 
have acted carefully and .with, an 
earnest desire to avoid an open rup- 
ture. 
The strike order will then fol- 


low and will be taken up without the 
least misunderstanding on the part 
of the members. 


STRIKE WILL NOT SPREAD. 
Doubt is expressed in some quar- 


ters that the 
striko will spread 


further. 
It is suggested that the 


employes of the Federal Steel com- 
pany, National Steel company and 
National Tube company are at the 
present time the strikers' main source 
of revenue, and 
to call them out 


would weaken the association in its 
fight by depriving it of the funds 
necessary to carry on the struggle. 


Another reason given was that the 


Amalgamated 
association, 
having 


signed contracts -with nil these com- 
panies for one year, beginning with 
July 1, 1001, would, -by violating 
these contracts, give Mr. Morgan and 
his associates trump cards they would 
not hesitate to use to the best effects. 


ONE CHANCE TO E1TD STRIKE. 
An intimation has been made that 


there is still one hope of ending the 
strike soon, and that is by the return 
to work of the men at the Painter, 
Lindsay & McCutcheon. and Clark 
nulls. 
These mills -were non-union 


last year. 
The men went out when 


the strike was ordered and they are 


association. lu the efforts to secure 
an adjustment of the strike, however, 
their status has been an embarrass- 
ing factor. 
It is said that if the 


men in .these mills desire to go to 
work there will be no objection by 
the association. 
The immediate ef- 


fect will be to eliminate them from 
consideration of any 'basis of settle- 
ment. 


Such 
a course would leave 
the 


Amalgamated officials in. a position 
to accept Mr. Morgan's terms with 
honor. 


EFFECT IS FELT. 


The steel strike, though but .begun, 


is already being felt in Pittsburg. 
Many leading 'business houses have 
found business dropping oft so as to 
make the removal of clerks impera- 
tive. 
One department store last Sat- 


urday laid off twenty-five girls and 
at the same time gave notice that if 
the strike was not settled by next 
Saturday it -would likely be neces- 
sary to lay off more. 


Finances also suffered. 
On two 


days last week the clearing house re 
ports showed a decrease compared 
with last year. These -were the only 
two days of -the year whose clearings 
did not exceed the figures of the cor- 
responding days last year. 


SOME SEC11ECY OBSERVED. 
At the genereal headquarters of th< 


Amalgamated association in this city 
the same precautions to prevent the 
public from obtaining Information 
were taken today as was in force 
during -the conference last week. 


A guard was stationed at die door 


and no one not connected wicli 
organization was permitted in the 
building. 
Secretaries Williams anrl

ANDREWS BANKER IS IN TROUBLE 


James M. Key Arrested for Alleged Forgery and 


Bank is in Receiver's Hands—Avilla 


Man's Creditors After Him.

Huntington, Ind., Aug. 5.—The 


Commercial bank of Andrews, this 
county, is closed. The proprietor, 
James M. Key, is locked up in the 
Huntington jail, with a charge of 
forgery in 
two 
counts standing 


against him, and upon the applica-, 
tion of creditors, who allege fraud, 
Judge Branyan 
this morning ap- 


pointed A. C. Wilkerson, of this city, 
us receiver for the Andrews bank. 


This was the series 
of startling 


incidents that has shaken the little 
town of Andrews from center to cir- 
cumference this morning, and the 
wildest excitement prevails there. 
Key was a partner in business with 
H. W. Leach, whose bank at Avilla 
went to the wall a few days ago. To- 
gether 
they owned 
the bank at 


Ci-cJiwell. Noble county, which sus- 
ponded close upon the crash of the 
Avilla concern, and altogether there 
sesms to be a very complicated lot of 
trouble brewing. 


CAME FBOM ST. 'LOUIS. 


Key came from St. Louis about two 


years ago and has done an extensive 
business at Andrews, in connection 
with grain buying and manufactur- 
ing enterprises in the town. He 'and 
Leach, the Avilla man, were close 
friends and frequently exchanged 
visits. Little more than a year ago 
they formed a partnership, establish- 
ing the stntft blink at Cromwell. 


The trouble started for Mr. Key 


when the latter institution closed last 
week, for the 'Indianapolis banking 
firms with which he banks rind trans- 
acted business promptly 
made de- 


mands upon Key for payment of the 
paper -which had been returned un- 
paid 
by 
the 
Cromwell concern. 


Among the creditors -was O. M. Pack- 
ard, vice president of the Capitol 
National bank at Indianapolis, and 
Mr. Packard 
came to Andrews to 


see how the land lay. 


The partnership relations of Mr. 


Key and Mr. Leach -became noised 
about, and wh^n the 
Avilla 
and 


Cromwell banks closed it caused some 
apprehension for the Andrews 'bank, 
and ou Saturday morning this took 
the form of a run on the institution. 
Mr. Key sat complacently behind the 
counters until noon, however, and 
paid all claims which were present- 
ed. Then he locked up the Ibauk 
with the announcement that the in- 
stitution was perfectly safe and that 
by this morning he would have $10,- 
000 in the vaults with rwhich to meet 
tho demands of all depositors. 
His 


assurance failed to assure, however, 
aud the town was in a tremble over 
Sunday. 


ABK.ESTED POB FOBGEBY. 


Despite the rumors, however, the 


people were not prepared for the an- 
nouncement today that Keys had 
been arrested for forgery.

Cannon, a patient of the Northern 
Indiana Hospital for the Insane, was 
yesterday morning run over and 
killed by a freight train on the Van- 
dalia railway near Bouth's packing 
house, about a quarter of a mile 
from the hospital grounds. 


Mr. Cannon had for some time 


beeen detailed outside to assist the 
institution, poultryman, and in the 
interest of this work he was given 
considerable liberty. At the time of 
his death he was with another pa- 
tient looking after .turkeys belonging 
to the hospital, which at this time of 
year are inclined to wander away 
from horns. During the entire time 
Mr. Cannon has been under treatment 
at the hospital he has evinced no 
special manifestations of suicidal 
tendencies, and, in fact, a short time 
previous to his death he tens con- 
versing with the young man accom- 
panying him in a casual way, indi- 
cating no special inclination toward 
despondency. 


A half hour previous to the arrival 


of the train by which he met his 
death ho was near the Vandalia track 
and expressed himself to his compan- 
ion that it would soon be time for 
the morning train, and that he knew 
the engineer. 
As the train ap- 


proached and the young man accom- 
panying Mr. Cannon stepped from 
the track and warned him to also get 
out of danager, it was noticed that 
the Litter faced the train and walked 
toward it, saying he would get off 
the track in time. When the engine 
was within, a short distance of him 
he threw himself across the track. 
His companion at once understood 
that he meant self-destruction, and 
made vigorous efforts to pull him 
from the track, at the same time sig- 
naling to the train to stop. In both 
efforts, however, he was unsuccess- 
ful, the train being so near that it 
could not be stopped in time to pre- 
vent the casualty. 


The itrain struck him in the mid- 


dle of the body, iu the region of the 
chest, and death was instantaneous. 
Mr. Cannon was admitted from Noble 
county, March 20, 1901, and was 47 
years of age. He lived in Kendnll- 
ville, Ind., where his wife now re- 
sides.

Mother of the German Emperor Dies at Cronberg 


Surrounded by All Her Family Save Her 


Son Prince Henry, Now in Spain.

Empress Frederick died this evening 
at 6:15 o'clock. 
The death of the 


dowager empress -was somewhat sud- 
den.

IS INAUGURATED. 


Port Way no Churches Unite Against 


Great Soov.iage—Eloquent 


Sonnon by Dr. McGaw. 


A union meeting in the cause of 


temperance -u'ns held Inst evening 
iu the South Congregational church 
and an active crusade against the UER 
of spirituous liquors was inaugur- 
ated. Rev. J, A. P. •McG-a'w, pastor 
of the Third 
Presbyterian church, 


was the speaker of th& evening, nnrl 
his text was, "Why Do We Sit Still?" 
Dr. HcGtvw said in part: 


"It has been proven over and over 


a g-ain that hi temperance is an evil, 
the greatest evil of all, one that ef- 
fects the rich and poor alike and 
eventually drags them down to the 
lowest moral level. We have Taut to 
glance at statistics to realize tlis 
conditions that exist in our country 
today; $900,000,000 spent annually 
for liquor, 
$85,000,000 to educate 


our children; "8900,000,000 for liquor 
$808,000,000 for meat and bread. 
Hut the result would not be as dis- 
astrous if we stopped at the mere PS.- 
penditure of such a sum. The vast 
amount of liquor consumed in a year 
result in other evils so great that 
the mind is staggered when they arc 
fully realized. 
Cholera, pests and 


scourges of every description have 
visited mankind, but they have been 
transitory. The intemperance suourge 
is with us always, and has been for 
ages. It is responsible for crime of 
every kind. 
It has 
ruined 
the 


brightest minds, and wrecked mon; 
lives than any pest or scourge of 
which we have a record. 


"With these facts before us, I ask, 


Why t\j we Fit still? 
Many of you 


hav. fought for your co\intry to pre- 
serve its integrity, yet right here 
among us is an enemy more to ^o 
dreaded than any that could 'be me. 
on the field of battle. What are the 
remedies? 
They are partly moral, 


partly legal. 
The church must at- 


tend to the moral part, and tho law 
will take care of the legal sicle. It in 
only when tho law wilt step in and 
say to the rum seller, Thou Shalt Not, 
tliat the world will he freed from t'i'j 
evil."

H. J. Kbrrie, Rev. D. T. Williams 
and Rev. Spellman. Another union 
gospel service will be held next Sun- 
day evening in the Berry Street IT 
E. church, and addresses in the cause 
of temperance will be made by sev- 
eral ministers.
